Northwest Ukiah to lose 
electricity for 10 hours 
during UHS electric update

Two planned power outages in connection 
with the Ukiah High School modernization 
project will affect a large section of northwest 
Ukiah and have been planned for 12 to 5 a.m. 
Nov. 17 and 12 to 5 a.m. Nov. 20. 

The 10 hours of darkness are necessary to 
replace the original transformer and main 
switch gear that feed the campus of Ukiah 
High School, said Steve Turner, director of 
Transportation/Maintenance/Operations for 
the Ukiah Unified School District. 

“This equipment is nearly 30 years old and 
is obsolete,” he said. “When Ukiah High was 
built, there were no neighborhoods around it, 
so the power line loops through the campus. 
Most of the houses north of the campus are fed 
by the line after it feeds the school.” 


To complete the procedure the city must 
turn off the power twice to the main line feed- 
ing the section west of State Street and north 
of Low Gap Road, first to disconnect the old 
transformer and a second time to connect the 
new one. 

According to a map of the affected area 
released by the UUSD (see Page A-14), both 
sides of Empire Drive will be affected west of 
North Bush Street to the hills. Despina Avenue 
and all streets off Despina within the city lim- 
its will be affected. The entire neighborhood 
bounded by Low Gap Road, Despina, Empire 
Drive and North Bush Street will be affected. 

Turner said the district is working to make 
the outage a one-time event, but that anyone 
living in the affected area who depends on 
electrically powered medical equipment 
should make alternate arrangements to power 
this equipment prior to both of the outages. 

“In order to prevent this type of disruption 
in the future, the city of Ukiah Electric 
Department will install a new switch so the 
high school can be disconnected without inter-

rupting service to the neighborhood again,” he 
said. 

Since the area affected will cover the coun- 
ty administrative center, the sheriff’s complex, 
including the jail and emergency operations 
center, during the outage other arrangements 
to power the facilities have been made, Turner 
said.

Undergrounding lines now is an extraordinarily 
expensive proposition. 

There's some talk of the city issuing more rede-

I'd be inter- 
ested in hearing from people what they would like to 
see money spent on downtown if the city issued 
some new bonds and had several million in hand for 
projects.

The latest good book news 
harkens back to my inaugural 
column of February 2006 
when I first celebrated books 
by local authors. The works of 
two of those authors recently 
went into second printings 
and a new author is emerging, 
one with doubly good news 
for Ukiah. 

“Traveling Blind: Life 
Lessons from Unlikely 
Teachers” is a new memoir by 
local resident Laura Fogg, 
best known for her award 
winning art quilts. Not only is 
her book about her working 
life in Mendocino County, but 
also its publisher is a new 
local company, Medusa’s 
Muse Press. 

In 1971, shortly after she 
moved here from Berkeley, 
Fogg lucked into a job at the 
Mendocino County Office of 
Education. 

“Yov’re the answer to my 
prayers,” she remembers 
Superintendent Lou Delsol 
saying when he hired her as a 
mobility specialist for the 
blind. 

Fogg’s work in the ensuing 
years has hinged on mobility — 
hers as well as her students. 

“I get to drive all over 
inland Mendocino County and 
explore the landscapes, see 
the leaves change color in the 
fall,” she says of the job that 
has taken her to students’ 
homes, schools and communi- 
ty centers over the past 30 
years. “Being outside a lot and 
not in a classroom has enabled 
me to see mobility in the 
broadest way. I have no lesson 
plan. I ask, “What do these 
kids need — what skills are 
necessary to provide them 
with satisfaction in their 
lives?’” 

Answering this key ques- 
tion becomes a creative 
endeavor for Laura Fogg. She 
doesn’t use patterns or tem- 
plates for her quilts, nor les- 
son plans for her students. 


In Our Own Words

Creating as she goes is her 
strength. 

“Every day with every kid 
is completely fresh. Every 
family’s hopes and dreams for 
their kid are different. Little 
kids don’t view their blind- 
ness as a tragedy, but as a con- 
dition. They accept it unbe- 
lievably well,” the teacher 
explains. “They are eager, 
curious, excited, nutty, fun. I 
love what I am doing and I 
just follow it to see where it 
goes.” 

Her creative process for 
“Traveling Blind” has been 
similar. A Special Ed col- 
league heard her student sto- 
ries and suggested she write 
them down. She began 10 
years ago and eventually real- 
ized her tales could become a 
book. 

Fogg began with a strong 
concept -- a visual artist who 
worked with the blind. 
Following a long hiatus from 
writing and given some sage 
advice by her publisher 
Terena Scott, Fogg finally fin- 
ished the manuscript last year. 
The author will read from 
“Traveling Blind” on Friday, 
Nov. 16 from 6 to 8 p.m. at 
Mendocino Book Company. 

A day prior, Mendocino 
Book Company will host 


author Peg Kingman of Potter 
Valley. I found her Mendocino 
College presentation last 
month fascinating. Don’t miss 
this second opportunity to 
hear her read from her new 
novel “Not Yet Drown’d,” at 
the bookstore from 6 to 7:30 
p.m. on Nov. 15. 

A special treat is in store 
for those who attend this 
month’s Mendocino College 
reading sponsored by the 
Friends of Mendocino College 
Library. On Thursday, Nov. 8, 
native son Roy Kesey, who 
now lives in China, will read 
from his latest book “All 
Over.” Kesey’s story “Wait,” 
one of 19 in the new collec- 
tion, was selected by Stephen 
King as one of the best short 
stories of 2007. 

Reviewer David Abrams 
describes the bulk of the 
book’s stories as “sharp as 
cheddar and as invigorating as 
plunging your head into a 
bucket of ice water.” Matt 
Bell echoes this sentiment in 
his review of the book, char- 
acterizing it as “daring, pow- 
erful, funny, packed with sto- 
ries ... full of strange events 
and characters that have the 
potential to both frighten and 
amaze, and ... prose so tight 
that it grips the reader firmly 
in its promise of not a single 
wasted word.” Kesey will 
read at 7:30 p.m. on campus in 
Room 5310 of the Center for 
the Visual and Performing 
Arts.

“The 
Surface Designer’s 
Handbook” is available local- 
ly and through the chain stores 
on-line. 

A second edition of David 
Smith-Ferri’s book, 
“Battlefield without Borders,” 
a compilation of poetry about 
Iraq, has just been released. 
This edition includes 12 new 
poems and a new forward by 
Kathy Kelly, coordinator of 
Voices for Non-Violence, (for- 
merly Voices in the 
Wilderness, the organization 
that first brought Smith-Ferri 
to Iraq in 1999). Currently, he 
and Kelly are on an East Coast 
book tour with the new edi- 
tion. On Oct. 26, Smith-Ferri 
won a national audience (and 
a spike in book sales) when he 
was interviewed on 
Democracy Now. 

Both Smith-Ferri and his 
publisher are donating book 
profits to Direct Aid Initiative, 
which supports families in 
Iraq and those who have 
sought refuge in Jordan, 
including some that Smith- 
Ferri met during his Middle 
East visits. According to 
Smith-Ferri, sales of 
“Battlefield Without Borders” 
so far has raised in the neigh- 
borhood of $20,000 for Iraqi 
families.

Pakistani President declares emergency, 
replaces justice, cuts communications 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) — Gen. Pervez Musharraf 
declared a state of emergency in Pakistan on Saturday, sus- 
pending the constitution, replacing the chief justice before a 
crucial Supreme Court ruling on his future as president, and cut- 
ting communications in the capital. 

His leadership threatened by an increasingly defiant court 
and an Islamic movement that has spread to Islamabad, 
Musharraf’s emergency order accused some judges of “working 
at cross purposes with the executive” and “weakening the gov- 
ernment’s resolve” to fight terrorism. Seven of the 17 Supreme 
Court judges immediately rejected the emergency, which sus- 
pended the current constitution. Police blocked entry to the 
Supreme Court building and later took the deposed chief justice 
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and other judges away in a convoy, witnesses said. 

In an address to the nation late Saturday on state-run televi- 
sion, Musharraf said Pakistan was at a “dangerous” juncture, its 
government threatened by Islamic extremists. He said he hoped 
democracy would be restored following parliamentary elec- 


tions. “But, in my eyes, I say

who was wearing civilian clothes and spoke firmly and calmly.

ACKAUCKAS WINS BIG OVER

LIVING REDWOOD TREE ILLUMINATION 
DEC. 6. Ukiah’s “Living Redwood Christmas Tree” 
will be ablaze with the magic of 500 brilliantly col- 
ored lights on the evening of Dec. 6. 

The 110 foot Redwood tree, located in the heart of 
downtown Ukiah, is being lit and decorated by the 
local Chamber of Commerce and the California 
State Employes association of the Mendocino State 
Hospital in cooperation with the City of Ukiah. 

Invitations to participate in the official Christmas 
tree lighting ceremonies will be extended to repre- 
sentatives of the nine Redwood Empire counties by 
Ben Cober, president of the Redwood Empire asso- 
ciation, and Mayor Don Rones. 

The 75 year old tree began its life as a seedling on 
the headwaters of the Navarro river and was trans- 
ported from its original locale by R. E. (Emmett) 
Donohoe, son of a pioneer sheriff of Mendocino 
county. Donohoe later served the county in the same 
capacity. 

It was presented to Thomas L. Carothers, an early 
day mayor of the city, who at the time of the trans- 
planting in 1890 was a member of the original board 
of trustees at the State hospital. 

The tree, owned by Earl Fullerton and George

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Elder 
Talk on 
Monday 
in Willits 


tradition continues 
with Pinches, Strock

Two local legends will 
speak at the fourth in a series 
called Elder Talk hosted by 
Little Lake Grange at 6:30 
p.m. on Monday. Mervin 
Pinches and Hank Strock will 
regale area residents about 
early times in Mendocino 
County as part of the continu- 
ing oral history series. 

In 1951, Spy Rock Road 
was blocked by more than 
five feet of snow, says 
Pinches, an area rancher. 

Pinches had nearly 300 
ewes and lost many of them 
that season, many of the 
sheep jumping off the road 
and into drifts to get away 
from traffic. They were 
unable to escape from the 
snowdrifts and perished. 

Predators were also a con- 
stant menace to area sheep. 
Early on, Pinches recalls, 
mountain lions were particu- 
larly scarce. It was not until 
between 1945 and 1950 that 
they became a big problem 

“Coyotes were terrible, 
always,” says Pinches. Bears, 
though, were hard to find. 
Pinches attributes this to the 
ever-present hound dog. “In 
my day we always had a 
hound around the place.” 

Hank Strock worked on the 
railroad for 46 years. 

He grew up in a remote 
camp on the Eel River on the 
back side of Iron Peak, acces- 
sible only by rail. The family 
spent summers there, growing 
their own food and receiving 
deliveries via rail. 

At age 16, Strock began 
working for the Northwestern 
Pacific Railroad, spending a 
lifetime on railroad sidings 
and living in outfitter cars 
while repairing bridges and 
tunnels. 

Strock is now also known 
for his buttermilk pancakes, 
serving them up at the month- 
ly Grange breakfasts. 


Pilot of 
Enola Gay 
dies at 92

COLUMBUS, Ohio — Paul 
Tibbets, who etched his moth- 
er’s name — Enola Gay — into 
history on the nose of the B-29 
bomber he flew to drop the 
atomic bomb over Hiroshima, 
died Thursday after six decades 
of steadfastly defending the 
mission. He was 92. 

Throughout his life, Tibbets 
seemed more troubled by other 
people’s objections to the bomb 
than by him having led the 
crew that killed tens of thou- 
sands of Japanese in a single 
stroke. The attack marked the 
beginning of the end of World 
War I. 

Tibbets grew tired of criti- 
cism for delivering the first 
nuclear weapon used in 
wartime, telling family and 
friends that he wanted no funer- 
al service or headstone because 
he feared a burial site would 
only give detractors a place to 
protest. 

And he insisted he slept just 
fine, believing with certainty 
that using the bombs on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki saved 
more lives than they erased 
because they eliminated the 
need for a drawn-out invasion 
of Japan. 

“He said, ‘What they needed 
was someone who could do this 
and not flinch — and that was 
me,” said journalist Bob 
Greene, who wrote the Tibbets 
biography, “Duty: A Father, His 
Son, and the Man Who Won 
the War.” Tibbets, 92, died at 
his Columbus home after a 
two-month decline caused by a 
variety of health problems. 
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phrase "Love Canal" when 
talking about the demolition 
of the old Masonite factory.

backyards. Trees and gardens 
were turning black and dying. 
One entire swimming pool 
had been popped up from its 
foundation, afloat now on a 
small sea of chemicals. 
Puddles of noxious substances 
were pointed out to me by the 
residents. Some of these pud- 
dles were in their yards, some

were in their basements, oth- 
ers yet were on the school 
grounds. Everywhere the air 
had a faint, choking smell. 
Children returned from play 
with burns on their hands and 
faces." 

THAT's Love 
Canal. To call the Masonite

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Governor’s record mixed on opening government records, access

SACRAMENTO 
Arnold Schwarzenegger cam- 
paigned as a champion of 
open government when he ran 
for governor in 2003. 

He endorsed a constitution- 
al amendment protecting pub- 
lic access to government 
records and meetings, while 
promising to veto bills 
hatched in the last hours of 
legislative sessions without 
full public hearings: “There’s 
no such thing as democracy in 
the dark,” he said. 

But in the four years since 
he took office, the Republican 
governor has put together a 
record on freedom of informa- 
tion and public access issues 
that has provided both dark- 
ness and light, according to a 
review of his record. 

“Its clearly a mixed bag,” 
said Tom Newton, general 
counsel for the California 
Newspaper Publishers 
Association. “He’s done some 
good things and done some 
things in our opinion that are 
bad. ... We’ve put a lot of 
things before him, and we’ve 
had limited success.” 

Schwarzenegger has sided 
with the publishers associa- 
tion and other public-access 
groups seven times on 20 bills 
generating freedom-of-infor- 
mation debates that have 
reached his desk since the 
start of 2004, according to 
records maintained by the 
CNPA. 

Some of the bills he has 
vetoed were retreads of mea- 
sures he previously rejected, 
so the record is a little more 
even than the overall figures 
indicate. 

Schwarzenegger has signed 
bills supported by the publish- 
ers association that speed the 
release of information on 
child abuse deaths involving 
foster children, require the 
University of California 
regents and California State 
University trustees to act in 
public on pay proposals for 
the schools’ top executives 
and protect the First 
Amendment rights of college 
students. 

He also has signed legisla- 
tion strengthening prohibi- 
tions against so-called SLAPP 
suits — lawsuits filed to pre- 
vent people from taking part 
in government proceedings or 
speaking out on issues. 

He also signed a measure 
clarifying that law enforce- 
ment agencies can release 
criminal history summaries, 
casting aside doubts raised by 
an attorney general’s opinion. 

A spokesman for Schwar- 


Schwarzenegger 


zenegger, Aaron McLear, 
defended the governor’s 
record, saying he had made 
his administration “the most 
open in California history. 

“I think his record demon- 
strates his commitment to 
transparency and openness in 
government,” McLear said. 

Schwarzenegger’s record 
also includes vetoes on 
numerous pieces of legislation 
intended to provide greater 
access to government meet- 
ings or records. Some of those 
bills would have: 

— Made it easier for news 
reporters to interview prison 
inmates. 

— Prohibited officials from 
denying prison access to cler- 
gy members who file com- 
plaints or tell the media or 
public about prison condi- 
tions. 

— Required state agencies 
to list procedures for obtain- 
ing public records on their 
Web sites. The same bill also 
would have required the attor- 
ney general to issue nonbind- 
ing opinions about whether an 
agency had a legal right in 
refusing to release a particular 
record, a step bill supporters 
hoped would compel agencies 
to release information without 
court fights. 

— Prohibited city councils 
and other local government 
boards from using a series of 
one-on-one meetings and 
communications to get around 
open-meeting requirements 
before they make a decision. 


Typically, Schwarzeneg- 
ger’s veto messages have 
stressed his support for open- 
ing government procedures 
and records but claim the bills 
he rejected would have gone 
too far or had negative side 
effects. 

In his veto this year of the 
so-called serial meeting bill 
for local governments, he said 
the measure would have 
imposed “an impractical stan- 
dard for compliance on local 
officials and could potentially

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prohibit communication 
among officials and agency 
staff outside of a public meet- 
ing.” 

He argued that the five pris- 
oner interview bills he has 
vetoed since 2004 would have 
allowed the news media to 
glamorize criminals and trau- 
matize crime victims. Two of 
Schwarzenegger’s predeces- 
sors, Govs. Gray Davis and 
Pete Wilson, vetoed similar 
legislation. 

But Schwarzenegger also 
conceded last year that the 
state needed to give the news 
media more access to prisons. 
He ordered his administration 
to draft regulations he said 
would do that while protecting 
“crime victims and their fami- 
lies.” 

Jim Ewert, another attorney 
for the California Newspaper 
Publishers Association, said 
proposed regulations 
announced by the state 
Department of Corrections 
and Rehabilitation would give 
reporters the right to bring 
pens, pencils and paper to 
prisoner interviews but would 
not remove roadblocks to set- 
ting up those interviews. 

“We're still a little befud- 
dled by the whole glamoriza- 
tion-victimization issue,” 
Ewert said. “The governor and 
the department are making the 
fundamental assumption that 
the reporter is only going to be 
there to ask the inmate about 
his or her criminal activity. 
They completely fail to recog- 
nize that inmates are witness- 
es to events that occur within 
prison walls.” 

Schwarzenegger also has 
signed some bills opposed by 
the publishers association. 

Those include legislation 
allowing public agencies to 
refuse to disclose information 
about people who work at 
family planning or abortion 
clinics. Another allowed the 
sealing of financial records in 
divorce cases. 

The governor also has a 
mixed record on opening 
records maintained by his 
office. 

Schwarzenegger released 
his appointment schedules for 
his first year in office after 
voters in 2004 approved 
Proposition 59, a constitution- 
al amendment strengthening 
public access to government 
records. 

But he refused to open the 
appointment calendars of two 
of his top aides until he was 
sued by two newspapers and a 
free speech group in 2005. He 
settled the lawsuit a few 
months later by agreeing to 
release the calendars covering

COLLEGE SPEECH 
— The governor signed leg- 
islation in 2006 that pro- 
hibits public colleges and 
universities from disciplin- 
ing students for exercising 
free-speech rights. The mea- 
sure also bars censorship of 
student newspapers. 

DIVORCE 
Schwarzenegger signed leg- 
islation in 2004 that allows 
spouses in the midst of 
divorce proceedings to seal 
information about their 
finances. The bill was 
opposed by the California 
Newspaper Publishers 


Association, which said it 
could lead to a “system of 
secret justice.” The bill’s 
supporters said it would pro- 
tect couples’ privacy. 

LOCAL GOVERN- 
MENTS — Schwarzeneg- 
ger vetoed legislation this 
year that would have prohib- 
ited city councils and other 
local government boards 
from using a series of com- 
munications or meetings 
involving less than a quorum 
to avoid open meeting 
requirements. The governor 
said the measure could have 
prevented “communication 
among public officials and 
agency staff outside of a 
public meeting.” 

PRISONS — Over the 
last four years, Schwarze- 
negger has vetoed five bills 
that would have made it eas- 


ier for news reporters to 
arrange interviews with 
prison inmates. He started 
off saying the measures 
weren’t needed and that the 
interviews could glamorize 
criminals. But in the last 
couple of years he’s conced- 
ed that giving reporters 
greater access to prisons 
could have some beneficial 
effects. He ordered the 
Department of Corrections 
and Rehabilitation to draft 
regulations that would 
improve news media access 
but limit reporters’ contact 
with “specific violent crimi- 
nals in order to protect crime 
victims and their families.” 
But the California 
Newspaper Publishers 
Association says a draft ver- 
sion of the regulations 
wouldn’t improve access. 


a month in 2004 when he was 
considering whether to sign or 
veto hundreds of bills. 

Schwarzenegger has been 
lauded for an order he issued 
in 2005 telling state agencies 
to get approval from his office 
before denying access to pub- 
lic records. Open-access 
advocates say that has reduced 
agencies’ use of a legal provi- 
sion allowing them to with- 
hold records if they decide the 
public interest would be better 
served by nondisclosure. 

The public access group 
Californians Award gave 31 
state agencies an F grade for 
their compliance with Open 
Record Act requirements. 
Afterward, Schwarzenegger 
issued an executive order 
requiring training to ensure 
state employees know how to 
comply with the California 
Public Records Act. 

Despite that order, 
Schwarzenegger has a ques- 
tionable commitment to open 
government because of his 
veto of public records bills 
supported by Californians 
Aware, said Emily Francke, 
the group’s executive director. 

“Tt’s clear he’s not going to 
head his administration in a 
way that sets a good example 
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for open government,” she 
said. “If we have to, we’ll go 
back and audit his agencies 
every year or more just to 
make sure they are on track 
and Californians are getting as 
open a process as possible.” 

Schwarzenegger also 
appears flexible on his 
promise not to sign bills writ- 
ten and rushed through the 
Legislature in the last days of 
a session without full public 
hearings. 

This year, for example, he 
signed a bill that allows a 
company building a $5.6 mil- 
lion retail and entertainment 
complex in Los Angeles to 
compete for a share of $850 
million in state bond money 
that is intended for affordable 
housing projects. 

The bill, by Assembly 
Speaker Fabian Nunez, D-Los 
Angeles, was approved in the 
last hours of the session, five 
days after it was rewritten in a 
way that helps Anschutz 
Entertainment Group. The 
company has made $1.8 mil- 
lion in campaign contributions 
since 2000 to state and local 
campaigns and candidates, 
including $246,200 to 
Schwarzenegger. 

The rewritten bill had no 


hearings in either house, 
although a similar measure by 
Sen. Alan Lowenthal, D-Long 
Beach, was considered by an 
Assembly committee. A 
spokesman for Nunez, Steve 
Maviglio, said the issue was 
debated in two earlier hear- 
ings. 

McLear said the governor 
has an obligation to sign bills 
he considers sound public pol- 
icy even if they’re rushed 
through the Legislature with- 
out the usual hearings. But he 
surmised that 
Schwarzenegger’s threat to 
veto such legislation had 
reduced the number of bills in 
that category. 

Schwarzenegger created 
“pretty high expectations” 
among open government 
advocates during his 2003 
gubernatorial campaign, said 
Peter Scheer, executive direc- 
tor for the California First 
Amendment Coalition, anoth- 
er nonprofit group that pro- 
motes free speech and open 
government. 

“Measured by those stan- 
dards, I think his record has 
been mixed and to some peo- 
ple has been rather disappoint- 
ing,” Scheer said.

For a disaster as pre- 
dictable as this week’s 
wildfires, there was far too 
little of the kind of long- 
term readiness required to 
prevent or minimize the 
worst of the damage. 

At the federal level, mil- 
lions of dollars have been 
cut from fire protection for 
communities abutting 
wilderness, money that 
could have been used, for 
example, to clear brush. ... 

The state of California 
has moved sluggishly to 
fulfill the recommenda- 
tions of a blue-ribbon com- 
mittee that called four 
years ago for 150 new fire 
engines, with a corre- 
sponding increase in fire- 
fighters. ... 

Even the disastrous 
Cedar fire of 2003, which 
leveled 5,000 buildings, 
couldn’t persuade tax-aller- 
gic San Diegans to fund a 
county fire department. 
Orange County has been 
losing reserve firefighters 
for years, and five years 
ago moved them from the 
front lines and into support 
roles. 

Credit goes to communi- 
ties that cleared wide fire 
breaks along their perime- 
ters and installed architec- 
tural and landscape fea- 
tures that deter fire. We’ ve 
learned a lot in the last 
decade or so. But it’s not 
enough, especially given 
that we know the threat of 
cataclysmic fire will inten- 
sify.

makes drought the norm in 
Southern California, more 
will burn. ... 

Southern California is 
stoking a cycle of fire 
destruction. Cities cheering 
for new revenue support 
housing projects on 
untouched open space 
without taking into account 
whether the region has 
enough water and power 
for them. 

The residents of these 
tracts commute farther, 
increasing carbon emis- 
sions, contributing to glob- 
al warming and worsening 
drought.

“People inherently know what’s right and 
wrong.” That’s what I heard someone say while at 
the concert in the park (so I was eavesdropping!). 
This statement implies that this knowledge is a part 
of us from birth, that conscience and awareness of 
right and wrong is always a known factor. While 
it’s true that there are characteristics that provoke a 
response from many, parents, such as “you’re just’ 
like your father (or mother),” I think that early 
childhood nurturing develops conscience. 

It starts after birth, in the home, by caring par- 
ents, and by example. On a recent television pro- 
gram, a social worker was interviewing a prisoner , 
regarding life in prison - not an unusual subject. 
However, the’ prisoner’s reply did get my full atten- 
tion. He said “I’m safer here than I would be on the 
streets.” He added, “I get good medical attention, a 
great library, an exercise room and time off for 
good behavior.” When questioned, he explained that 
“good behavior” meant not making trouble. I won- 
dered what kind of nurturing he’d received in child- 
hood. 

Isn’t there some similarity to the way we relate to 
our children? Aren’t there rewards for the absence 
of wrongdoing? Many parents say “If you are good, 
do your homework and your chores, then you can 
do or have certain pleasures.” I wonder what this 
says about our expectations? 

Most parents punish their children by “ground- 
ing,” which is time at home, no outside activities 
after, school, and no friends visiting. This “impris- 
onment” gives them more time to watch television 
and play video games. I think this would be a great 
time for reading books that their parents have read 
and would like to discuss with them. When all priv- 
ileges have been withdrawn, even imposed reading 
may have some positive effect; certainly not a terri- 
ble consequence for “you do the crime, you do the 
time” 

Then there is the right of the prisoner to “plea 
bargain,” to plead to a lesser crime. I wonder what 
our children learn from this? What does this legal 
right to hedge the truth tell our children? Would you 
tell your children that if they tell you something 
that is only a small lie or only partially truthful, 
then their punishment will be less severe? 

How do we show our children our awareness and 
appreciation of the times of harmony and good feel- 
ings? Hopefully, we recognize them with verbal 
approval, with hugs of affection and some pleasur- 
able family activity. Instead of time off for good 
behavior, why not time out for good behavior? 

A family picnic or a trip that has been chosen by 
family input sends a message of respect. Any activi- 
ty that is chosen by mutual agreement can create 
strong emotional ties and lead to better understand- 
ing. 

Our hope for the future lies in the hands of our 
children, their character and their sense of right and 
wrong. 

When my own children were growing up, did I 
have these thoughts and feelings? Did I put them 
into practice? Well, there is an old Swedish proverb 
that says “We grow too late, smart, and too soon, 
old.”

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What really happened to Marvin Noble 


It’s been almost ten years since Marvin 
Noble was shot dead by Ukiah Police 
when he tried to walk back to his Ukiah 
apartment after the Mendocino Mental 
Health department dispatched the cops 
because he wouldn’t take his Haldol. 
Noble, a 300-plus pound black man, was 
enrolled in California’s “CONREP” 
(Conditional Release) program, an invol- 
untary court-supervised outpatient mental 
health program for people with psychiatric 
disabilities. As a condition of his enroll- 
ment, Noble was required to take meds and 
keep appointments. By July 16, 1998, 
Noble had missed one (1) group therapy 
appointment and was two (2) days late for 
his injection. 

His tardiness turned out to be a capital 
offense. 

An inexcusable escalation of events 
ensued, culminating in Noble being shot 
and killed by Ukiah Police officers after 
Noble stabbed the police dog that had been 
sicced on him. 

The shooting occurred at the end of a 
grotesque death walk from the Foster’s 
Freeze on South State Street where Noble 
had been peacefully sipping an iced tea, 
back to his nearby apartment. A cadre of 
police surrounded him but were unable to 
subdue him with pepper spray or batons 
while Noble slowly, determinedly, walked 
on, the macabre procession witnessed by 
countless aghast onlookers. 

When the bizarre show disappeared into 
Noble’s apartment building the inevitable 
gunshots were soon heard and a wounded 
police dog was carried out onto the side- 
walk. An ambulance appeared, and the dog 
was rushed, sirens screaming, to a veteri- 
narian. Meanwhile, Noble was breathing 
his last upstairs. Emergency responders 
were subsequently unable to revive him. 

It was obvious that Noble’s death was 
due to the Mental Health Department’s 
failure to deal competently with his situa- 
tion. The State Department of Mental 
Health’s evaluation of the case was mostly 
blacked out by County authorities at the 
time leaving the public to assume that the 
County had something serious to hide. 

A wrongful death lawsuit was filed but 
the ill-prepared suit was tossed by the fed- 
eral court. 

Unbeknownst to most Mendolanders, a 
highly respected, federally-recognized 
Oakland-based disability rights organiza- 
tion called Protection & Advocacy Inc. 
commissioned a study of the Noble killing 
in May of 2000. The very senior 
researchers, Paul B. Duryea and Colette I. 
Hughes, evaluated the Noble case and a 
similar death in Monterey County. Their 
report was entitled “Precipitous Use of 
5150 by Mental Health Ends in Shooting 
Deaths of Disabled Men.”

Noble entered the CONREP program 
after an episode about 17 years earlier in 
which he’d taken his ex-wife and his own 
children hostage. Noble was clearly a diffi- 
cult case, but he’d managed to live out his 
subsequent heavily medicated 17 years 
without any further incident and was not 
considered to be a serious threat to anyone. 
Noble didn’t like the side effects of his 
meds and he didn’t like some of his case- 
workers. He balked at taking his Haldol. 
Because of Noble’s clinical paranoia he 
was known to use bravado and intimida- 
tion at the drop of a hat as a defense mech- 
anism. He’d regularly say things like, “You 
touch me, I'll kill you.” His therapists did- 
n’t take him seriously. But inexperienced 
cops? 

According to the PAI report: “Instead of 
exercising other options, such as further 
negotiations with Mr. Noble, mental health 
staff instructed the local police to pick up 
Mr. Noble and take him to the local psy- 
chiatric facility against his will. Although 
the issue of Mr. Noble’s failure to comply 
with outpatient treatment requirements 
was clearly within mental health staff’s 
scope of responsibility, CONREP program 
staff did not accompany the police.” 

Until the Oakland-based group’s com- 
prehensive study, the public was not privy 
to the numerous government evaluations 
and reports surrounding the case. But the 
researchers dug through all those reports 
extensively and it’s now quite clear why 
Mendo authorities didn’t want to release 
the State-level report at the time: 
Practically everything that could be done 
wrong was done wrong. 

Why didn’t Mental Health staffers 
accompany the cops to pick up Mr. Noble 
for his meds? “‘...We decided that the pres- 
ence of mental health clinicians would 
incense and inflame Marvin more and cre- 
ate more danger. Therefore a clinician did 
not accompany the police,” the Mental 
Health report incredulously alleged. 

But, as the researchers point out, they 
had just been out looking for Mr. Noble the 
previous day and obviously didn’t think 
their presence would be a problem then. 
And Noble’s case was set to be reviewed 
by the court the day after he was shot. 
Mental Health could have easily brought 
up his failure to take his meds at the hear- 
ing and the court could have ordered Noble 
into a hospital facility. 


“Instead of addressing the reasons 
underlying Mr. Noble’s recent refusals of 
treatment or attempting to negotiate a less 
drastic solution by enlisting the assistance 
of family or friends, mental health person- 
nel helped escalate these rather marginal 
and common mental health situations of 
treatment refusal into dangerous con- 
frontations with the police,” the experts 
concluded. 

According to PAI, there was no reason 
to declare Mr. Noble 5150 and have the 
cops get him. He wasn’t a danger to him- 
self or others, and he wasn’t unable to care 
for his basic needs. In addition, the 
researchers noted, the police are required 
to exercise their own independent judg- 
ment in these cases about whether the per- 
son is genuinely and objectively 5150. 
Drinking iced tea in Foster’s Freeze is not 
commonly considered a mental health 
problem. 

The researchers faulted Mendo’s Mental 
Health Department for declaring Noble 
5150 and not accompanying the cops, and, 
secondarily blamed the cops as contribut- 
ing factors for not exercising good judg- 
ment. The report concludes, “This is a 
mental health matter, not one for law 
enforcement. Instead of working with Mr. 
Noble to address his recent refusal of med- 
ication, mental health staff chose the most 
expedient and potentially dangerous 
course available to them -- calling the 
police. ... The most disturbing question 
regarding this case is why there was a rush 
to 5150 Mr. Noble on July 16, 1998. There 
is no substantial evidence that imminent 
hospitalization was necessary.” 

In a footnote to the report the experts put 
their finger on the basic problem at Mental 
Health: Then-Mental Health Director Bob 
Wolf. “Note 10. In statements made to the 
press, the Mental Health Services Director 
indicated that he could not discuss the 
specifics of Mr. Noble’s case, but stated 
that his department ‘will call police if it has 
reason to believe the patient is looking for 
or may cause trouble. ... It has to do with 
whether the person will cooperate,’ the 
Mental Health Services Director said. ‘In 
general, there’s always room for improve- 
ment but I wouldn’t say there’s any blame 
in this incident. People did what they had 
to do.’ These statements indicate a lack of 
understanding concerning what constitutes 
probable cause for a 5150 and under what 
circumstances the police should be called. 
That the patient may cause trouble or not 
cooperate is too vague and speculative to 
justify the intervention of law enforce- 
ment.”

Michael Musmanno certainly had an illustri- 
ous career, even though he is little-known out- 
side the legal world. Indeed, he is not all that 
well-known even in that arena, unless someone 
practices law in Pennsylvania or has a weird 
fascination with odd court opinions. 

Musmanno served out his legal career as a 
justice on the Pennsylvania Supreme Court 
during the 1950s and 1960s. Before that, he 
had a career that included work as a defense 
lawyer on the Sacco and Vanzetti trial, a rear 
admiral in the U.S. Navy, a stint as a 
Congressman, and even service as a prosecutor 
at the Nuremberg war crimes trials. 

His years on the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court, though, allowed him to leave an unusu- 
al legacy as a judge. Musmanno became 
known as a maverick -- even something of a 
curmudgeon -- often dissenting over fairly 
technical points that his colleagues ignored, or 
raising points that no one else thought impor- 
tant, often using the most inflated prose found 
in any court opinion. 

In one memorable case, Musmanno refused 
to go along with an opinion invalidating the 
wills of an elderly couple who accidentally 
signed each other’s wills -- arguing that giving 
effect to the instruments would carry out the 
ancient maxim, “Where there’s a will, there’s a 
way.” 


Judicial follies

One not-too-shaggy Musmanno decision 
that actually carried a majority, from late in his 
career, was a 1967 case arising out of a wed- 
ding reception. It seems that a fellow named 
Joseph Rosenburg was dancing at a wedding 
reception in Philadelphia with his sister-in-law, 
Ruth Schwartz. Rosenburg and Schwartz made 
what Musmanno (and probably only 
Musmanno would have) referred to as an unex- 
pected “Terpsichorean maneuver” when they 
stepped into a puddle of asparagus three feet in 
diameter, bringing both of them crashing to the 
floor. 

They sued the caterer, arguing that it must 
have been one of the caterer’s employees who 
spilled this surprisingly large amount of 
asparagus and sauce on the floor. 

The trial judge, however, threw out the case, 
reasoning that one of the attendees at the recep- 
tion could have inadvertently transported this 
sauce onto the floor on his or her clothing. 


Musmanno responded that the judge, “an 
ex-veteran congressman and thus a habitué of 
formal parties and accordingly an expert in 
proper wearing apparel at such functions” 
(something that the trial judge announced from 
the bench) allowed the party-goers to testify 
about what everyone was wearing. Musmanno 
characteristically referred to this as, “the rai- 
ment worn by the banquetters.” 

The men wore tuxedos, the pants of which 
did not have cuffs (and thus could not have car- 
ried anything that way). Failing that, the judge 
suggested that the sauce could have been trans- 
ported by women’s apparel, men’s coats and 
sleeves, or even “by a guest as he table- 
hopped.” 

Musmanno ridiculed this suggestion, calling 
the judge’s conclusions “as far-fetched as 
going to Holland for hollandaise sauce. There 
was no evidence... that anybody table-hopped.; 
it is absurd to assume that a man’s coat or 
sleeve could scoop up enough asparagus and 
sauce to inundate a dance floor to the extent of 
a three-foot circumference; and it is bizarre to 
conjecture that a woman’s dress without pock- 
ets and without excessive material could latch 
onto such a quantity of asparagus, carry it 20 
feet... and still have enough dangling on her 
habiliments to cover the floor to such a depth 
as to fell a 185 pound gentleman with 35 year’s

dancing experience who had never before 
been... grounded while shuffling the light fan- 
tastic.” 

Well, that’s telling him. Musmanno added 
that “anyone attending a dinner dance has the 
right to expect that, if asparagus is to be served, 
it will be served on the dinner table and not on 
the dance floor.” And indeed, the notion that 
folks were circulating at the reception, oblivi- 
ous to huge quantities of asparagus and sauce 
dripping off of their clothing, does seem a little 
hard to picture. This was too much for the chief 
justice of the court, though, who would have 
upheld the trial judge’s decision, on the ground 
that the two dancers had a responsibility to 
watch where they were going. He questioned 
whether they, “in the alleged 35 years of danc- 
ing, [had] ever been to any dance, let alone a 
wedding banquet dance... A dancer cannot, 
with legal sanction, look only into the captivat- 
ing eyes of his lovely partner.” 

The chief justice’s tag line was, “I certainly 
dissent” -- perhaps the only time that adverb 
has ever been inserted into that stock phrase.

In a game that featured two teams 
with identical records and identical aspi- 
rations for the playoffs, the Montgomery 
Vikings used home field and senior night 
to their advantage in defeating Ukiah (5- 
4-1) 26-6. 

Montgomery (6-3), led by quarter- 
back Freddy Duerr and running back 
James Berthinier came out strong early 
and kept it up the rest of the way as they 
moved into second place in the North 
Bay League standings, earning them- 
selves the second automatic playoff spot. 

The Wildcats fell behind early 7-0 and 
were forced to rely mostly on the arm 
and legs of quarterback Kyle Morris, 
who finished the game 18 of 30 for 188 
yards with a TD, an interception and a 
fumble.

DALLAS, Tex — Point 
guard J.J. Barea made the most 
of his first NBA start, hitting 9 
of 11 shots for a career-high 25 
points, and leading the Dallas 
Mavericks past the Sacramento 
Kings 123-102 in their home 
opener Saturday night. 

The Mavericks had 101 
points by the end of the third 
quarter and threatened the fran- 
chise’s record for shooting 
accuracy. They finished 45-of- 
69 for 65.2 percent, just shy of 
their best-ever mark of 67.7 set 
in 1983. 

Josh Howard, who missed 
the first two games because of 
a suspension, led Dallas with 
27 points. Dirk Nowitzki 
matched Barea’s 9-for-11 per- 
formance and had 24 points. 

Barea, who is listed as 6 feet 
but admits to being a few inch- 
es less, started because Devin 
Harris bruised his left thigh the 
previous night. He made his 
first four shots and had already 
topped his career high in points 
with 17 at the half. 

The second-year guard was 
slowed by leg cramps early in 
the third quarter and received a 
standing ovation when he went 
to the bench early in the fourth 
quarter, following a nifty 
scooping layup. Another high- 
light came on a fast break in 
the second quarter, when he 
tipped a pass to himself, col- 
lected it and scored around 
Brad Miller, drawing a foul 
against the former All-Star. 
Miller landed on his back, then 
stood with hands on hips as he 
watched a replay on the over- 
head monitor. 

Kevin Martin led 
Sacramento with 28 points. 
John Salmons had 27 and 
Francisco Garcia 23, but the 


rhythm throwing the football, and forc- 
ing him to scramble numerous times. 

In the first quarter it looked as if 
Ukiah would be able to keep the game 
close as not too long after the Vikings 
took the early lead 14-0, the Wildcats got 
a Casey Cupples interception on defense.

However, that was as close as the 
Wildcats would get the rest of the way 
out as the Vikings pounded Berthinier 
and Sanchez and company at their 
defense all game long. 

Berthinier finished a solid game with 


97 yards and two TDs on 18 carries. The 
Wildcat defense seemed to have no 
answer for the power running game of 
Berthinier and the Vikings offensive 
line. 

On offense the Wildcats were led by 
Gabe Ott and Marcos Hernandez. Both 
made some great catches and broke 
some big gains in the Vikings secondary. 
Though, it wouldn’t be enough as time 
and again the Wildcats’ drives stalled 
and Ukiah was forced to lean on their 
defense. 

The defense wilted under this pres- 
sure, allowing two more TDs to the 
Vikings offense, both coming by way of 
Berthinier on the ground. 

The Wildcats will need some help 
now as they look to regroup and fight for 
a playoff spot of their own. Ukiah finish- 
es their season on the road Friday with 
the NBL’s best, Cardinal Newman, at 
7:30. 


Kings plopped to 0-3 with their 
most lopsided loss yet — and 
that’s saying something con- 
sidering how awful their first 
two games went. 

With Mike Bibby injured 
and Ron Artest suspended, 
Sacramento has led once all 
season: 2-0 in the opener. New 
coach Reggie Theus’ club has- 
n’t even been tied since the 
opener was 4-4.

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Last Texans-Raiders game 
reached new lows for ugliness

OAKLAND — Coach Gary 
Kubiak admits he has never been part 
of a game quite like the one his 
Houston Texans played when they 
came to Oakland a year ago. 

Despite failing to complete a pass 
in the second half and finishing with 
minus-5 yards passing, the Texans 
somehow managed to beat the 
Raiders 23-14 in a game that reached 
new lows in ugliness. 

“It’s as strange as I’ve ever been 
around,” Kubiak said. “It was not 
very pretty. We struggled to throw the 
football, and they rush the passer 
extremely well, so it didn’t make a lot 
of sense for us to hurt ourselves any 
more.” 

It’s unlikely the Texans (3-5) could 
win again when the teams meet 
Sunday with such a putrid passing 
attack considering that only four other 
teams have won games with negative 
yards passing since the AFL-NFL 
merger in 1970. 

Houston became the first team in 
25 years to win with such a stat as 
David Carr went 7-for-14 for 32 yards 


and was sacked five times for 37 
yards. It was that kind of performance 
that led to the decision to cut ties with 
the team’s first draft pick ever and 
acquire Matt 
Schaub from 
Atlanta in the off- 
season. 

With Schaub at 
the helm, the 
Texans won their 
first two games.

Navy beats Irish for first time since 1963

SOUTH BEND, Ind. — It took 44 
years and three overtimes for Navy to 
beat Notre Dame again. 

The Midshipmen snapped an NCAA- 
record 43-game losing streak to the 
Fighting Irish on Saturday with a 46-44 
victory in triple overtime. 

Kaipo-Noa Kaheaku-Enhada threw a 
25-yard TD pass to Reggie Campbell on 
the first play of the third overtime, then 
found him again in the end zone for the 2- 
point conversion. 

Notre Dame (1-8) cut the lead to two 
on a 5-yard TD run by Travis Thomas. 
But after a pass interference call gave 
Notre Dame a second-chance at the 2- 
point conversion, defensive lineman 
Michael Walsh and linebacker Irv 
Spencer tackled Thomas well short of the 
end zone. 

It was the first time Navy (5-4) beat 
Notre Dame since a 35-14 win in 1963 
when Roger Staubach was quarterback 
for the Midshipmen. The Midshipmen 
celebrated the long-awaited victory at 
midfield, jumping on top of each other. 

“Wow, what a game,’ Navy coach 
Paul Johnson said. “I’m so happy for our 


players. Now they will have that they are 
the class that broke the streak and they 
won’t have to hear any more about it.” 

For Notre Dame, it was its school- 
record fifth straight home loss, another 
low point in a season of lows. 

“We lost the game. The streak doesn’t 
mean anything to me,” Notre Dame 
coach Charlie Weis said. 

The Irish, who could do little to slow 
Navy’s offense, held the Midshipmen to 
three-and-out late in the fourth quarter 
with the score tied at 28. Greg Veteto had 
the first punt of the game, and Tom 
Zbikowski returned it 32 yards to the 
Navy 38. 

The Irish drove to the 24, but on 
fourth-and-8 Notre Dame coach Charlie 
Weis decided to go for it rather than 
attempt a field goal. Chris Kuhar-Pitters, 
who earlier returned a fumble 16 yards 
for a touchdown, sacked Evan Sharpley 
with 45 seconds left. 

It was the fourth sack for Navy, which 
entered the game with five. 

Notre Dame, which hadn’t scored 
more than 20 points all season, led 21-14 
at halftime, the first halftime lead for the 
Irish all season. 

The two teams traded touchdowns 


most of the day and had just traded 
missed field goals when Kuhar-Pitters 
came up with his big play early in the 
fourth quarter. Sharpley dropped back to 
pass and was wrapped up by nose guard 
Nate Frazier and defensive end Michael 
Walsh knocked the ball loose. Kuhar- 
Pitters scooped up the loose ball and rum- 
bled into the end zone. 

Kaheaku-Enhada scored the 2-point 
conversion to give the Midshipmen a 28- 
21 lead. 

The Irish responded, though, with a 
touchdown of their own as Thomas went 
in from 3 yards out with 3:25 remaining 
to tie it. 

Robert Hughes, whose brother Tony 
was fatally shot on Tuesday, scored Notre 
Dame’s first touchdown on a 3-yard run.

Mustangs win seventh straight over Thunderbirds

CEDAR CITY, Utah — Four different 
Mustangs scored touchdowns as Cal Poly 
clinched its fifth straight winning season, 
defeating Southern Utah 28-21 in a Great 
West Football Conference game Saturday 
afternoon at Eccles Coliseum. 

Coach Rich Ellerson’s Mustangs have 
won six of their last seven games after an 
0-2 start and improved to 6-3 on the year. 
Southern Utah fell to 0-9 and has lost 16 
consecutive games going back to the 
2006 season. 

Cal Poly has won seven straight games 
against the Thunderbirds and now lead 
the series, 15-6. 

Cal Poly opened up a 21-7 second- 
quarter lead as Ryan Mole ran three yards 
for one touchdown, Justin Reece returned 
a Southern Utah fumble 75 yards for 
another score and James Noble capped a 
98-yard drive with a 14-yard run 18 sec- 
onds before halftime. 

The fumble return by Reece after line- 
backer Fred Hives forced the fumble was 
Cal Poly’s first score by the defense this 
season. 

A 38-yard pass from Jonathan Dally to 
Ramses Barden opening the third quarter 


gave the Mustangs a 28-7 advantage. It 
was Dally’s 24th touchdown pass of the 
season, breaking the school record of 23 
set by Seth Burford in 2000. 

Southern Utah fought back with a pair 
of touchdown passes from Cody Stone to 
Tysson Poots, shaving Cal Poly’s lead to 
28-21 with 11 minutes to play. 

Southern Utah had two more chances 
to tie the game, but the Mustangs held on 
each occasion. Cal Poly ran the final 
three minutes off the clock to secure the 
victory. 

Dally completed seven of 16 passes 
for 147 yards and one score. Barden 
caught five passes for 123 yards and a 
touchdown, his 30th as a Mustang. 

Mole rushed for 74 yards on nine car- 
ries while Noble added 49 yards on 12 
trips. 

Hives led the Mustangs defensively 
with six tackles, three pass breakups and 
a forced fumble. David Fullerton notched 
an interception and a sack while Jason 
Relyea also had a sack. 

For Southern Utah, Stone completed 
23 of 42 passes for 310 yards and two 
scores. Poots and Jeremy Howard each 
caught six passes — Poots for 114 yards 


and Edwards for 110. 

Johnny Sanchez carried the ball 12 
times and netted 30 yards for the 
Thunderbirds. 

Cal Poly produced a 391-326 advan- 
tage in total offense and 21-14 in first 
downs. The Mustangs had averaged 25 
first downs and over 500 yards in total 
offense in their five previous victories. 

Barden garnered his seventh 100-yard 
receiving game of the season, breaking 
the mark of six set by Kamil Loud and 
Darrell Jones. Barden has 12 for his 
career, one short of the mark set by Loud. 

The Mustangs' streak of scoring quar- 
ters ended at 22 as Cal Poly did not score 
in the fourth period. 

Cal Poly, which has been on the road 
for its last four games, winning three of 
them, plays its final two games of the 
2007 regular season at home, hosting top- 
ranked North Dakota State (9-0) for a 
Great West Football Conference contest 
at 4:05 p.m.

Florida State topples No. 2 BC 27-17

BOSTON — Geno Hayes 
returned Matt Ryan’s third

Vernon Gholston had four sacks and line- 
backer James Laurinaitis 19 tackles for Ohio 
State (10-0, 6-0 Big Ten). 

The win ended a three-game losing streak 
against Wisconsin (7-3, 3-3) at Ohio Stadium, 
dating to 1999. A win at home against Illinois 
next Saturday puts Ohio State on track for 
another showdown with Michigan for the con- 
ference title on Nov. 17 at The Big House. 

Wells, who finished with 169 yards on 21 
carries, capped a methodical 80-yard drive by 
cutting back to his left on a run up the middle 
for a 31-yard score to tie the game 17-17 late 
in the third quarter. 

After a punt by Wisconsin gave the ball 
back near midfield, Wells did it again on an 
almost identical run. Slashing up the middle, 
he cut back to his left and was untouched, 
again, as he raced 30 yards to the left corner of 
the end zone for a 24-17 lead. 


No. 8 Kansas 76, Nebraska 39 

LAWRENCE, Kan. (AP) — Dominating 
the once-mighty Huskers like never before, 
Todd Reesing threw a school-record six touch- 
down passes and No. 8 Kansas battered 
Nebraska to remain in the national champi- 
onship picture. 

Kansas (9-0, 5-0 Big 12) scored touchdowns 
on 10 straight possessions and rolled up the 
most points ever scored against Nebraska in 
the Husker’ 117-year football history. 

Reesing was 30-of-41 for 354 yards, and his 
23 touchdown passes also set a school single- 
season record. Brandon McAnderson ran for 
119 yards and tied a school record with four 
rushing TDs. 

With their first five-game losing streak since 
1958, Nebraska (4-6, 1-5) appears to be com- 
ing to pieces in the fourth season of embattled 
coach Bill Callahan. 

Kansas had lost 37 of 38 to Nebraska. The 
average score from 1971-2000 was 47-7 and 
only once since 1974 had Kansas even come 
into the game with the better record. Yet, this 
year the unbeaten Jayhawks were 20-point 
favorites. 


No. 10 Georgia 44, Troy 34 

ATHENS, Ga. (AP) — Knowshon Moreno 
ran for 196 yards and three touchdowns and 
became the first Georgia freshman since 
Herschel Walker to top 1,000 yards rushing as 
the Bulldogs beat Troy 44-34 on Saturday. 

Georgia (7-2) lost fumbles on its first two 
possessions, but Moreno ran for three scores 
for the second week in a row. His 80-yard first- 
quarter TD was Georgia’s longest in 10 years, 
and he added two l-yard scoring runs in the 
second half. 

Troy (6-3) fell to 0-3 against the 
Southeastern Conference this season despite 
scoring a combined total of 81 points in the 
losses to Arkansas, Florida and Georgia.

No. 14 Texas 38, Oklahoma State 35 

STILLWATER, Okla. (AP) — Texas did it 
to Oklahoma State again. 

Ryan Bailey kicked a 40-yard field goal as 
time expired to lift the Longhorns (8-2, 4-2 Big 
12) and cap another wild comeback against the 
Cowboys. 

For the second straight week, Jamaal 
Charles led a late charge. He scored two of his 
three touchdowns in the fourth quarter as Texas 
outscored Oklahoma State 24-0 in the final 15 
minutes.

San Francisco (2-5) started 
the season with two straight 
wins but hasn’t won since. 
The offense has been espe- 
cially dismal, managing just 
51 points during the five- 
game skid. 

Alex Smith will likely start 
again at quarterback, despite a 
separated right shoulder that’s 
still so shaky he has to tape it 
to his body for the game. He 
struggled last week, complet- 
ing 22-for-43 for 190 yards in 
a 31-10 loss to New Orleans, 
but the 49ers have apparently 
decided that a less-than-100- 
percent Smith is better than 
backup Trent Dilfer. 

“It’s one thing if it’s to 
another part of your body, 
then it’s an injury like any 
other. But all of a sudden it’s 
your throwing shoulder, it 
starts affecting you a little 
bit,” Smith said. 

“There’s so many different 
throws you have to be able to 
make. No two throws are 
alike. You’re moving out of 
the pocket and you have to 
sidearm one. You’re throwing 
from all these different angles. 
I’m just kind of learning to 
deal with that.” 

He’s not the only one hurt- 
ing. Running back Frank Gore 
is slowed by a sprained ankle. 

“It’s especially bad because 
in my position, I’ve got to cut, 
and it just keeps messing with 
you,” Gore said. “I wish it 
would have happened when 
we had the bye week. This 
thing is tough.” 

The Falcons are coming off 
a bye week, which gave them 
a chance to approach the rest 
of the season as a do-over. 

‘Tm not going to say we 
completely forgot, because 
we’ve got to learn from the 
first half of the season,” full- 
back Ovie Mughelli said. 
“But we’re trying to forget as 
far as the mistakes and all the 
pain, all the disappointment, 
all the frustration. We want to 
put that all aside and try to be 
1-0 in this new season.” 

1-0. That has a nice ring to 


it. 

No one is as eager for a 
fresh start as Joey Harrington. 
The quarterback who already 
lost starting jobs in Detroit 
and Miami made it a hat trick 
in Atlanta, getting demoted in 
favor of Byron Leftwich 
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before the bye week. 

But Leftwich went down 
with an ankle injury in his 
first start for the Falcons, 
requiring surgery. While he’s 
on the mend a few weeks, 
Harrington gets yet another 
chance at the No. 1 job. 

“He wants to show every- 
body that he deserves the 
position, that he can be a start- 
ing quarterback for this team 
or any team,” Mughelli said. 
“I think he’s going to come 
out swinging.” 

But Harrington may be 
missing a big weapon in the 
Falcons offense. Tight end 
Alge Crumpler missed the last 
game with knee and ankle 
problems, and he doesn’t want 
to come back until he’s fully 
recovered. 

“Thats a huge loss,” 
Harrington said. “He’s some- 
one you look for on every 
play. He’s someone who can 
make a play for you, who can 
make that spectacular play. 
Not having him in the lineup 
means everyone else is going 
to have to pick up the slack a 
little bit.” 

While the 49ers seem com- 
mitted to turning things 
around under coach Mike 
Nolan, the Falcons have 
endured plenty of turmoil in 
Bobby Petrino’s first season. 

Crumpler criticized the 
direction of the team a few 
weeks ago, and Pro Bowl cor- 
nerback DeAngelo Hall blast- 
ed the decision to cut Grady 
Jackson, one of the team’s 
most effective defensive line- 
men. 

Hall has vowed to keep 
quiet the rest of the season. 

If this keeps up, he won’t 
have to worry about being 
seen, either. 

Notes: 

The San Francisco 49ers 
waived linebacker Hannibal 
Navies and signed fullback 
Zak Keasey from the practice 
squad for the third straight 
Saturday. 

The 49ers have waived 
Navies before each of their 
last three games. He started 
two games earlier in the sea- 
son, but has been limited in 
recent weeks by a knee injury.

Continued from Page A-8 
game or you play the entire 
game, you’re going to try to 
be smarter with the ball and 
take the throws that the 
defense gives you,” he said. 

While a game like last 
year’s between the teams led 
to quarterback changes in 
Houston, it also helped con- 
tribute to a coaching change 
in Oakland. 

The Raiders lost despite 
outgaining Houston 302-124 
in total yards. They commit- 
ted five turnovers, missed 
three field goals and allowed 
five sacks in a performance 
indicative of the offensive 
struggles under coach Art 
Shell. 

The Raiders started 2-2 
under new coach Lane Kiffin, 
matching last year’s win total, 
but have dropped three 
straight since the bye. That 
has raised questions about 
how much Oakland really has 
improved despite being com- 
petitive in almost every game. 

“Right now our record isn’t 
where we want it to be, but 
every week you have a differ- 
ent challenge and that’s the 
whole thing about this game 
that we play,” defensive tack- 
le Warren Sapp said. “It’s a 
great, humbling game that we 
play, but also in seven days 
you get another challenge, so 
here we go.” 

Oakland is switching quar- 
terbacks again, too, going 
back to Josh McCown. 
Daunte Culpepper won twice 
after McCown broke a toe on 
his left foot, but is returning to 
the backup role. 

What doomed the Raiders 
in the loss to Houston last 
year was the same thing that 
has hindered them during 
their three-game losing streak. 
The team has been mistake- 
prone with seven turnovers 
and 27 penalties during the 
skid. 

The Raiders also were 
unable to stop the run even 
when everyone knew the 
Texans were done trying to 
pass. Ron Dayne, who had 
183 yards rushing in 
Houston’s first 11 games last 
year, ran for 83 of his 95 yards 
in the second half. Dayne car-

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ried the ball on 15 of 
Houston ’s last 29 plays in that 
game and could get more 
chances this week with 
Ahman Green slowed by a 
bruised left knee.

Once again, the teams head 
into this meeting with the 
Raiders struggling to stop the 
run and the Texans unable to 
gain yards on the ground.

Oakland is beat up on the

“T guess they can fix what 
ails them and we can try to fix 
what ails us,” Sapp said.

If only those Nobel people 
would wise up.

Recently, Wal- 
Mart recalled toy farm ani- 
mals and J.C. Penney recalled 
Winnie-the-Pooh play sets all 
due to lead content. 

Consumers now have a 
new one-stop resource avail- 
able for information about 
everything from recalls and 
congressional action involv- 
ing hazardous products and 
foods. Consumers Union 
(CU), the nonprofit publisher 
of Consumer Reports maga- 
zine, recently launched a new 
Web site, 
www.NotInMyCart.org. 

The Web site offers news 
on the latest recalls from the 


Consumer reports A 


Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) and the 
U.S. Department of 


Agriculture (USDA). It also 
features CU’s recommenda- 
tions for ensuring that prod- 
ucts the U.S. imports and sells 
are safe. In addition, the Web 
site provides tips from 
Consumer Reports on how 
consumers can keep their 
homes safe, and includes 
updates on what Congress and 
the Administration are doing 
to make our food supply, toys 
and other products safer. 

On a more personal level, 
the Web site features a “share 
your story” section where 
consumers can share their 
experiences with hazardous 
food, products and imports so 
other consumers can learn 
from their experiences. 

“With so much in the news 
about hazardous imports and 
unsafe levels of lead in toys, 
people don’t know how to 
find safe products and get rid 
of unsafe ones,” said Donald 
Mays, senior director of

“People who agree real 
safeguards need to be enacted 
can also contact lawmakers to 
push for strong legislation to 
mend the hole in the safety 
net,” added Mays. 

In recent years, imports 
have skyrocketed, especially 
from China. The value of all 
imports increased by 67 per- 
cent between 2000 and 2006, 
and today 80 percent of all 
toys sold in the United States 
are imported from China. Of 
all the food we consume, 13 
percent is imported, and 83 
percent of the seafood is 
imported, yet less than 1 per- 
cent is inspected.

Is a live-in mother-in- law tax-deductible? 


Q: In June, my husband’s 93-year-old 
mother moved into our home. She has 
savings, money market and checking 
accounts, a small pension and monthly 
Social Security check. Since she has 
lived with us, her income is used for her 
medicine and personal expenses. She will 
soon be attending a senior daycare facili- 
ty on a daily basis so that my husband 
and I can work. The monthly cost for this 
facility is more than her monthly income. 
We will be responsible for a portion of 
the daycare expenses, as well as all her 
medical and personal expenses. In addi- 
tion, we have had a lift installed in our 
home ($12,000) so that she can have 
access to the second floor, where the bed- 
rooms are located. Can I claim my moth- 
er-in-law as a dependent? Are any 
expenses for her care deductible? The 
IRS has not answered this question for 
us, please help. 

A: Generally speaking, you can claim 
your mother-in-law as a dependent if you 
provided more than half her support for 
this year. The only way to know if you 
meet this test is to hire a tax adviser who 
can review your specific situation. That 
person should be a CPA, tax attorney or 
EA (enrolled agent) and should sign your 
tax return; doing so would require him or 
her to own the error if there is one, and 
these folks are the only ones who can rep- 
resent you in dealings with the IRS. 

Q: Is this a scam or an attempt to steal 
my identity: I received a letter from an

outfit that wants to “verify” my address 
and my identity because they may have 
undeliverable items of mine, OR I have 
not cashed a check that was made out to 
me. They say they need my last four dig- 
its of my Social Security number to veri- 
fy who I am. Is this a scam, or could they 
be for real? 

A: Scam. 

Q: My son and three other college stu- 
dents recently formed a band and per- 
formed at a university event. The univer- 
sity told them that they want to make the 
$300 check payable to the band, rather 
than an individual band member, and 
suggested that they open a bank account 
in the band’s name. However, in order to 
do that I believe they’ll have to either 
obtain a taxpayer ID number for the band 
or use one of the member’s Social 
Security number. Is this correct? 

They only anticipate performing for 
pay a handful of times before they gradu- 
ate, so it seems like a lot of trouble to go 
through for a small amount of money. 
Also, how should they handle the income 


tax issues if they receive payment in the 
band’s name and distribute it among the 
members? Will the band have to file a tax 
return, and issue some type of tax docu- 
ment to each member? What is the best 
way to handle this situation? 

A: The band should refuse the univer- 
sity’s request and have the fee paid to one 
of the band members instead. Since the 
fee is less than $600, no IRS Form 1099 
needs to be issued. If the school refuses, 
have the check made payable to “The 
John Smith Band” -- John (a member of 
the band) will be able to deposit that 
check into his personal bank account. 
The other band members will have to 
trust him to pay them their shares. If the 
school insists on issuing a 1099, John 
might have to pay taxes; to adjust for this, 
he might reduce the amount he pays to 
the other band members. 

Worried the band has a different name 
on stage? Not a problem: It’s common to 
have a public name that differs from the 
corporate name. But if the band is going 
to become a going concern, they do need 
to get serious about legal and accounting 
issues; the above solution is really 
intended only for the narrow situation 
you’ve described.

One big unhappy family living together 


years ago, and we live in the house I built 
with my previous husband. I have a piece 
of land (12 acres) on a separate deed that 
is next to my home, and my son wants to 
build a house on it. (We also have two 
other houses and another piece of land 
located elsewhere.) Last November, my 
mother (81 years old) put $30,000 into 
her house to refinish the basement (it had 
mold and needed to be redone) so my son 
and his family could move in. He is now 
threatening to move out, owing to con- 
flicting issues with my brother. I am 
caught in the middle. My mom cannot 
live alone, and their moving in was a 
win-win situation for all involved. 

My son’s wife does not work but is 
looking for a job, and he does not make 
much money. (My son is 22, and his wife 
is 21; they had a baby six weeks ago.) 
The deal “stated” they would live at my 
mom’s at least two years and they could 
save money toward a house. They have 
not saved a penny and are trying to pay 
off credit-card debt and hospital bills 
over and above what their insurance paid 
for the baby’s birth. 

I still have a mortgage, thanks to my 
ex-husband’s bankruptcy filing. Because 
I refused to file, I assumed the debt. My 
husband does not think I should give the 
land to my son, because he thinks we 
should either sell it so I can pay off my 
debt or sell my house and build on the 
land, disposing of the debt. I don’t know 
whether I should have the land appraised 
and sell it to my son for a reduced cost, 
just give it to them or hang on to it. I want

to make the right decision for all involved 


and do not know how. -- P.C., via e-mail 

DEAR P.C.: Your son has a lot of 
growing up to do. He may be 22, but he’s 
acting as if he’s 10. Furthermore, he 
made an agreement and now wishes to 
renege because of issues with his uncle. 
His request for the 12 acres is absurd. He 
hasn’t saved any money; he’s 22 years 
old and wants his own home. Tell him to 
slow down, earn some money and act like 
a responsible adult. I hope he shows the 
responsibility to help out with his grand- 
mother for the period of time he agreed 
to. If not, let him strike out on his own, 
make his mistakes and settle them. 

In regards to your own situation, you 
are spread entirely too thin. I would start 
to consider liquidating some of assets so 
that your affairs are not so complicated. 
You said that you want to make the right 
decision for all involved. The only people 
to consider in this decision are your 
mother, your husband and yourself. 

DEAR BRUCE: I retired early at age 
62 to care for my husband, who is 70 and 
disabled. I need to roll over my 401(k), 
which is worth about $200,000, and a 
financial adviser suggested an index 
annuity with deferred sales charges on a 
10-year program, going from 9 percent to

fees. I am trying to earn enough from a 
home-based business so that I don’t have 
to use any of it for at least a few years, 
because our Social Security isn’t enough. 
I have an emergency fund set aside in a 
money market in case the home business 
doesn’t make money. Under what cir- 
cumstances is an annuity a proper pur- 
chase? -- R.H. in Michigan 

DEAR R.H.: I can’t imagine why 
there would be any good reason -- other 
than the commission to be earned by the 
“financial adviser/insurance salesman” -- 
for this type of expense. You have a sig- 
nificant period of time where your 
$200,000 can work in a self-directed IRA 
at your discretion, without any immediate 
tax impact. If you need to get at your 
money, you will be paying a substantial 
penalty, and the 9 percent to 0 percent 
would put you at age 72 before you reach 
the bottom. There may be other fees as 
well. If you need the money, you can 
withdraw (without penalty) only the 
appropriate taxes in the aforementioned 
self-directed IRA. I can’t think of any 
circumstance, given the little I know of 
you, where an annuity makes any sense 
whatsoever -- except to the salesperson.

Reading up makes

DEAR SARA: What books on frugality do you recom- 
mend? -- Danielle, New Jersey 

DEAR DANIELLE: I’ve enjoyed “More with Less 
Cookbook” by Doris Janzen Longacre (Herald Press, 2003) 
because it contains practical recipes with ingredients the aver- 
age person has on hand. The recipes are tried-and-true and 
aren’t complicated. I’m certain you'll find family favorites. 
Some budget cookbooks are lacking in nutrition and offer a lot 
of hamburger-type casseroles. You’ll discover a nice balance of 
recipes even if you’re a vegetarian. 

I also love “Material World: A Global Family Portrait” by 
Peter Menzel, Charles Mann and Paul Kennedy (Sierra Club 
Books, 1995). It contains beautiful pictures from around the 
world. Each family profiled shares their most valuable posses- 
sions and their hopes and dreams. It will humble you. You’ll 
laugh and you'll cry. It helped ground me and put things into 
perspective when I first started living frugally. 

DEAR SARA: I have tried creating a menu for a week at a 
time. I have no problems coming up with meals and sticking to 
it. The problem is that when I don’t create a menu, I spend less 
on food than when following a menu plan. It doesn’t make any 
sense to me. Why could this be happening? -- Eileen, 
Minnesota 

DEAR EILEEN: Often, when we create a menu plan, we 
are creating meals that we want and don’t have ingredients for 
instead of creating meals based on ingredients we have on 
hand. Make a list of what you have available, check store ads 
and then make your menu from that list. 

DEAR SARA: My husband always goes to a drive-through 
if we’re out somewhere and the kids are hungry. This can cost 
$20 sometimes! I’m thinking of stocking a small cooler. The 
problem is that my husband thinks I’m being petty. The kids 
and I don’t have a problem stopping at a rest stop and having a 
picnic or having a ready-made snack in the car. Is packing a 
cooler going too far for frugality? -- Mary C., e-mail 

DEAR MARY C.: Many families pack coolers when taking 
trips. It’s not just being frugal. It’s healthier, cuts time and is a 
good safety measure, too. Our family packs fruit, crackers, 
water and granola bars. 

DEAR SARA: I really want to save money by packing my 
own lunch to take to school with me, but I need some more 
variety than a peanut-butter-and-jelly sandwich, an apple and 
carrots. The catch: My lunch has to make it through three hours 
of class and can’t require reheating. I don’t eat meat, so no meat 
sandwiches. -- A.C., e-mail 

DEAR A.C.: I’d invest in a thermos, food jar and thermal 
lunch bag. This will greatly increase your options. You'll get 
years of use from them. If you’re tight on cash, freeze yogurt. 
It’ll thaw in time. You can try salsa and chips, pasta salad made 
with veggies and Italian dressing, dried fruit, granola bars, cel- 
ery and peanut butter, popcorn, rice cakes, Velveeta and crack- 
ers, gelatin and muffins. You can also try using different types 
of bread for sandwiches, such as tortillas, pita bread, English 
muffins, bagels and croissants. Frozen bottled water will keep 
things cold until lunchtime. 

DEAR SARA: Do you plan to stock up on the Forever 
stamps? -- Michelle S., Massachusetts 

DEAR MICHELLE: No. I do almost everything online 
because it’s less expensive than paying postage. I pay some 
bills online and have others automatically deducted. I primari- 
ly use e-mail and instant-messaging programs to keep in touch 
with others. I occasionally mail a letter, but not enough to jus- 
tify buying the Forever stamp in bulk. If you do a lot of postal 
mailing, then I can understand having a small stash of them.
